Of the many forms of salutation, the 


cnstom o£ shaking hands is the most com- 
mon among civilized nations. It un- 
doubtedly comes from remote barbarism, 
when two men meeting gave each other 
their weapon hands, as a security against 
treachery or sudden attack. On the 
European continent it is usual for men 
who are intimate friends to kiss one an- 
other, but this custom prevails only 
among ladies in this country and Great 
Britain. In the greater portion of Ger- 
many it is an act of politeness to kiss the 
hand of a lady; but this privilege is al- 
lowed in Italy only to near relatives, 
while in Russia it is extended to kissing 
the forehead. 


The custom of throwing one s self up-

There are, he admits many lucky wo- 


men in New York who arc earning a 
comfortable livelihood without special i 
detriment to their health; bat, on the 
other hand there nre many more thou- 
sand "with no special ability and no 
special value who toil and blind them- 
selves and wenr themselves to death for 
an unimaginable, incredible pittance." 
This is certainly a most unpleasant dec- 
laration, but further on the writer af- 
fords us a briglikir outlook when he 
shows that occupations for women are be-, 
coming mure and more numerous and 
that the organized efforts which are be- 
ing made to aid them are already having 
substantial results. 


The Workingworacn's Protective Un- 


ion for instance^ which was established 
sixteen years ago, has accomplished a 
most .valuable work in protecting its 
members from imposition and fraud. 
In 


its practical operation the union has re- 
vealed a condition of tilings, however, 
which causes one to shudder at the bare 
thought of tire existence of such univer- 
sal inhumanity. 


Among those who appeal to it for pro- 


tection and redress arc women who aiafcc 
shirts at thirty-six cents per dozen and 
who taste meat but once .a month. And 
even these poor creatures arc defrauded 
by their employers. But for the inter- 
position of tho' union* they would be 
forced to submit to the cruelest and most 
stony-hearted imposition to their already 
grinding poverty. 


When we turn to other trades the wri- 


ter informs us that "most of them are 
not much easier or better remunerated1 
thaa .serving for 'slopshops*" There is 
now a Very long list of occupations which 
are open to women, but some of these 
.ire dangerous to the oi*ratives, others 
ate miserably nnremunerative and all or 
nearly all affird but little room for hope 
orencomragcment to the woman who is 
forced to earn her living. In tlie higher 
branches of feminine industry the pros- 
pect is 'but little more inviting. Com- 
paratively few women, it is asserted, ob- 
tain decided success in art, and the great 
majority toil on at work which affords 
but a slender margin indeed.
